Mrs. H. 
N. Almy Ends Her 
Own Life.. 


, 'Edith' Almy, wife of Harry N. Almy, 
tbe Washington Light man, committed 
suicide at the Almy 
house, 
in Young 
stioet, near Keeaumoku, 
between 
1 
aud 2 o'clock this morning. 
She was 
a woman of 25 years ot age, a prepos- 
sessing blonde, 
a native ot California 
and had been in Honolulu not a month 
yet, having arrived by the sailing ves 
sel S. G. Wilder on the llth of June. 
So far as Is known no note was left 
by Mrs. Almy and tho statement of her 
husband Is that she at no time uttered 
a sentence that would In any constree- - 
tlon Intimate that sho Intended to take 
her own life. 
The couple 
had 
been 
married moro than a year. 
They had 
been happy In 
San 
Francisco 
and 
seemed agreeable to oath other and to 
be well mated slnco here. 
They were 
together a great deal, Mrs. Almy Lolng 
often at tho place 
of business of tier 
husband 
In the Masonic 
Temple and 
frequently with him on tho street. 
Mr. Almy says that he was nt home 
auite early last evening 
with 
Mrs. 
Almy. 
They had met at tho 
Davcy 
photograph gallery down town and had 
ridden to their place 
in a public cat). 
They made a couple of mixed drinks In 
a shaker, that MrajUBUkJMd. made 
much fun during tho day over having 
purchased, 
sir. Almy took to the ham 
mock on tho lannl for a few minutes 
and his wife was sitting In the dining 
room. 
Ho was not feeling well 
and 
mentioned It nml received 
her sympa- 
thy. 
It was 
Mr. Almy 
who proposed 
a drive and they ordered tho same cab 
that had been 
In their servlco early in 
the evening. 
This was between 9 and 
10 nt night. 
They drove about for a 
considerable time, confining their trip 
to the main streets 
just outside tho 
business portion. 
Mr. Almy suggested 
that they might go to Walklkl, but tho 
lady objected. 
Ho 
finally 
proposed 
that they 
go to a certain 
house on 
Punchbowl street above Bcrctanla and 
have somo cold rhampagno, believing 
that this would 
be good for both of 
them. 
Mrs. Almy consented and they 
spent considerable time at the house 
or resort. 
It was quite late when 
tho 
Almys 
dismissed their driver, Mr. Almy pro 
ceeded at once to preparo 
for 
bed. 
While ho was taking 
oft his clothes 
bis wife visited a couplo of the rooms 
and Anally spoke to him from the din 
ing room. 
She called mat 
sno 
was 
sick. 
Then she Joined him in the bed 
room. 
Here she declared that she was 
very ill. 
Almy thought that she was 
joking and said 
so. 
Ho 
laughingly 
aBked her to "quit looting." out sno 
appeared to bo In pain and assured him 
that she was very mucb 
in earnest in 
saying that her condition was serious. 
Almy. still unconvinced mat nts who 
was really ill to amount to anytntng, 
telephoned to his physician, Dr. F. L. 
Miner. 
This was at 1:30 a. m. 
In con 
cluding his message to the doctor Mr. 
Almy said that be did not think the 
case was one over which there should 
bo much concern. 
Almy returning 
to 
his wife, endeavored to 
arouse- 
her 
from tho stupor into which 
she 
had 
gone. 
Ho failed to get any answer 
from her or any movement. 
Ho was 
unable to tell whether she was breath 
ing or no and at once 
became 
thor 
oughly alarmed. 
He endeavored to do 
something for the woman, 
but his ef 
forts had no result. 
Then ho sent over 
the telephone an urgent appeal to the 
doctor 
to 
hasten. 
Tho 
physician 
reached the house ot exactly 2 o'clock. 
Dr. Miner found the 
woman 
quite 
dead, 
tho body still warm. 
Lifo had 
been gone fifteen minutes or moro. 
Dr. Miner searched 
nt 
once 
for 
poison. 
On the table in 
the 
dining 
room ho found a bottlo of lysol and the 
glass from which the dose that killed 
had beon taken. 
The lysol, which car- 
ries tho same active principle as car- 
bolic acid, but which 
Is stronger than 
that drug, boro the mark of an estab- 
lishment upstairs at the corner of Hush 
and Kearney streets, 
Han Francisco. 
The directions wero to use oxternnlly, 
a tablespoon In two quarts of wntor. 
The conclusion of tho physlclnn 
was 
tlint the bottle contents hnd been 
di- 
luted, 
Deputy 
Marshal 
Chllllngwnrth 
reached tho Almy roslilnnio 
soon after 
It was

owing to the enormous military prepar- 
ations of tho Government ot tho South 
African 
Republic, 
Great Britain aad 
bocn compelled 'to Incrcaso the British. 
garrison In Capo Colony and Natal, en 
tailing an additional 
expenditure 
or 
500,000 pounds annually. 
Mr. Chamberlain saia mo 
uoTera-me- nt 
had tried to establish friendly re- 
lations with President Kruger, but all 
advances had been received with 
coa-tem- pt. 
He then proceeded 
to eulogise 
Sir Alfred 
Mllncr, 
Governor of Cap 
Colony, and British High Commission- 
er for South Africa. 
After .denouncing in the strongest 
terms tho attitude and actions of tfca 
Boers, Mr. Chamberlain with great de- 
liberation r.nd emphasis added: 
"Tho Transvaal's 
enormous 
secret 
service fund, has procured It friends 
and advocates In every country. 
The 
way tho British subject there Is treated 
It not only a menace to' them all but 
Interferes with our prestlgo among the 
natives,' who now regard tho Boers and 
not tho British as,the paramount pow- 
er. 
"Besides tho breaches of tho Londoa 
convention, tho Transvaal Is flagrantly 
violating tho equality that convention 
was Intended to secure. 
Its mlsgovcrn-me- nt 
Is a festering sore, poisoning the 
wholo atmosphere of South Africa. The 
Dutch In Cape Colony and Natal woul 
be In the happiest 
condition, 
bu$ so 
long as as the disease ot hatred aad 
suspicion prevails la the Transvaal tt. 
Is Impossible 
to stop me contagion. 
"Four times slnco Independence 
was 
granted wo have boon on tho vcrgo of 
wnr with tho Transvaal, 
it is erron- 
eous 
to say the British Government 
wants war; but it is equally erroneous 
to say tho Government will draw back. 
now that It has put us nana to me 
plow. 
"wo hopo tho eirorts mat aro now 
bolng 
mado 
will 
lead to an amicable 
arrangement, 
for Great Britain 
only-desire- 
justice, but there comes a time, 
when 
patience can hardly be distin- 
guished from weakness and when mor 
al pressuro becomes a farce that can- 
not bo continued without loss of 
self-respe- ct. 
I trust that time may never 
como In this instance but if It does 
Britons will Insist upon the means to 
And a result essential to tbe peace or 
South Africa." 
"It is my belief," said ho, In closing, 
"that tho country will show Itself not 
unworthy of Its glorious history and 
traditions." 
The speech 
was warmly applauded.

"H Is the finest soil I have over seen 
in the Islands," said John Winter, the 
celebrated steam plow expert in Bpeak-In- g 


of Olaa sugar plantation. 
Mr. Win- 
ter Is the representative of Fowler, the 
steam plow manufacturer, and Ills visit 
to Olaa at this time was for the pur- 
pose of investigating 
conditions 
and 
reporting to the company the feasibil- 
ity of the steam plow on this land. 
"I have gone pretty much over the 
whole tract since I came hero ten days 
ago," continued 
Mr. Winter, 
"and 
I 
find the conditions entirely satisfactory 
tnr tiio nun of the steam plows and on 
my return to Honolulu i win so report 
to the company. 
It will then be 
de- 
cided how many sets will be used 
two 
or three, and the sizes. 
To ship them 
by water from England would mean at 
least six months before they would 
ar- 
rive here, but as 
Oahu 
and 
Kohala 
have recently ordered sets 
to 
come 
overland from New York I presume the 
Olaa company will follow suit. 
"As to the soil In Olaa I can say 
that 
I have lived on these Islands for 
the past 
twenty-tw- o 
years and I have 
been over nearly all the plantations; 
I havo never seen such soil anywhere. 
I havo read Dr. Maxwell's 
excellent re- 
port nnd differ from him only In 
that 
part icfcrrlng to the lower lands 
he 
was not strong enough In his recom- 
mendation. 
In my opinion you have 
only to plant the cane there and watch 
it crnw. 
There's been a Eood deal of 
talk, too, about the temperature on the 
upper 
lands. 
A 
close 
examination 
shows It to average 
G3 degrees, which 
Is nlentv warm enough and 
the 
soil 
seems warm. 
In my opinion the lands 
nre nil right and big crops will 
bo 
taken off." 
I'eter MacRae, the head overseer, Is 
particularly 
well pleased with the out- 
look. 
He says: 
"We arc pushing forward as rapidly 
us possible and will soon show results. 
Mr. McStocker 
closed contracts 
with 
three persons last week 
for 
clearing 
4000 acres of the lower lands and put 
ting them In shape for the plow. 
The 
contract prlco Is $15 per acre. 
We are 
about closing with a man for clearing 
n large tract of the higher lands at a 
low figure 
yesl considerably less than 
$100 per acre, and the man agrees to 
cut the wood into 
cordwood 
lengths 
nnd to pile all stones out of tho way of 
the plow and If anything should after- 
ward appear In tho way of tho plow to 
icmove It on demand.

H.ile nf tho cordwood so that tho actual

"Wo have moved from Peter Leo's at

frtom frosts attract the Northern 
Immigrant. 
Florida 
has taught

Immigrants the dangers of tho frost, 
and the small returns from poor soil. 
A largo Immigration from tho Main- 
land to Cuba will create a strong sen- 
timent' In favor of reciprocity laws If 
thero should bo no annexation. 
But 
the reasons which will "influence immi 
grants from the Mainland to favor an 
nexation will also Induce a large part 
of the Cuban 
population to favor it, 
provided 
they are not led astray by 
Ignorant leaders and engage In insur- 
rection. 
Every movement made in Cuba has. 
at present, a more or less dlrect're 
tlon to our own Interests. 
With us! it 
Is not a political question, but anejo-- i 
nomic uiiu.
